Mr.  Chaiiman,  Mrs.  Goodman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  I968. 

The  Vital  Statistics  presented  in  Sections  A & P are  very 
satisfactory  and  indicate  that  the  health  of  the  community  remains 
good.  Only  twenty-four  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year 5 
measles  vaccination  v/as  commenced  in  June  and  183  injections  given 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year  ((page  8).  Although  full  protective 
cover  of  the  child  population  has  by  no  means  been  reached,  it  is 
hoped  that  in  future  years  this  v/ill  be  achieved  and  the  disease  will 
die  out.  I strongly  recommend  the  use  of  the  Vaccine  which  is  available 
at  all  County  Clinics  or  from  the  General  Practitioners. 

One  particularly  controversial  event  was  the  possible  re-opening 
of  the  Waresley  boreholes  by  the  North  West  Worcestershire  Y/ater  Board 
which  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  in  Hartlebury  Village  Hall  in 
April  1968.  It  is  a pity  that  the  parishioners  will  have  to  endure  hard 
water  in  the  future  but  I feel  that  the  Minister' s decision  to  allow  this 
application  was  right  in  viev;-  of  the  fact  that  there  are  ever  increasing 
demands  on  the  water  resources  of  this  country  and  water  should  be 
extracted  wherever  possible  (see  page  13). 

The  other  item  of  interest  is  the  Caravan  Survey  published  by  the 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  November.  I have  not 
published  his  figures  in  full  as  they  were  rather  complicated,  but  the 
general  position  can  be  seen  on  pages  20  and  21.  I am  pleased  to  see 
that  the  Council  are  taking  steps  to  legalise  the  position  of  many 
unauthorised  vans  and  sites,  but  feel  certain  that  the  public  health 
problems  on  the  ground  will  not  be  solved  until  provision  is  made  for 
a Council-owned  site  for  permanent  caravan  dwellers  and  one  as  winter 
quarters  for  gypsies. 

Some  good  work  has  been  carried  out  by  our  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
Mr.  Johns  has  worked  hard  on  Food  Hygiene  and  the  Caravan  Survey  and 
Mr.  Ramsden  on  Refuse  Collection  and  Sewage  Maintenance  with  good  effect. 

I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  support  during 
the  yearc

The  District  is  served  by  the  following  Clinics  -

Mem  rial  Hall,  Omberslcy  - open  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Fridays  in  the 

month  at  2^0  p.m. 

Parish  Hall,  Hanbury  - open  on  the  3rd  Thursday  in  the  month  at 

2„30  p.m. 

Village  Hall,  Crowle  - open  on  the  4th  Wednesday  in  the  month  at 

2.30  p.m. 

Memorial  Hall,  Pernhill  Heath  - open  on  2nd  and  4th  Fridays  in  the 

month  at  2«0  p.m. 

Village  Hall,  Wychbold  - open  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  in  the

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  ether  baby 
foods  may  be  obtained  at  these  centres.

Antenatal  Clinics . 

It  is  now  County  policy  that  antenatal  cases  shou_ld  be  cared  for  as 
far  as  possible  by  their  own  doctor.  Clinics  are  available  however, 
at  which  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  in  order 
to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education,  and  carry  out  antenatal 
exercises  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist. 

Baptist  Hall,  Droitwich  - open  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  in  the  month  at  2 p.m» 
Recreation  Road,  Bromsgrove  - open  every  Monday  at  2.0  p.m. 

Coventry  Street,  Kidderminster  - open  every  Monday  at  2.0  p.m. 

Midwifery  (Section  23) 

The  services  of  a (Jounty  midwife  are  available  without  charge  to 

care  for  mothers  during  pregnancy,  confinement  and  for  a period  of 

ten  days  afterwards.  She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible 

in  order  to  receive  adequate  instruction  for  the  conf/  ment.  Visits 

are  paid  to  the  home  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly  in  co-operation 

with  the  doctor,  who  will  arrange  hospital  consultations  if  necessary. 

Free  dental  treatment  is  available  during  this  period  and  may  be  arranged 
threugh  the  County  Dental  Officer.

parents*  The  Healrh  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nurse  and  being  an 
experienced  medico-social  v/orker  is  aide  to  give  advice  -do  the  adult 
members  of  the  fami'i.y  on  personal  pr^obrems  related  to  physical  or 
mental  ill-health e 


The  District  Ikorse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instruct-ions  of  the 
general  practitioner  or  hospi,  bal  and  when  a patient  is  discharged

procedures  and  may  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency.  In  most  instances

Medical  comforts  depots  are  meiintained  in  varous  parts  of  the  County 
by  the  St.  John  Ambuj.ance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 
Requests  for  nursing  eq^mpment,  such  as  bedxoans,  prJ.leys,  hoists,  etc., 
should  bo  made  to  the  District  Nurse  or  Ck)unty  HealJn  Department. 


Persons  suffering  from  Tuber oifLosis  may  be  assisted  in  many  ways. 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  work  from  the  Chest  Clinic  and  will 
assist  patients  to  make  the  best  use  of  services  avalable. 

Occupational  therapy  is  available  for  patients  suffering  from 
lengthy  illnesses  or  who  are  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence. 

A chiropody  scheme  is  new  in  opei-ation  for  aged  and  handicapped 
persons,  and  is  being  extended.  A Health  Education  Organiser  has 
also  been  appointed  to  provide  instruction  on  health  matters  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  illness.  This  is  particularly  important  in  relation 
to  accidents  in  the  home,  food  hygiene  and  cancer. 

Domestic  Help  ( S action  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  has  recenily  been  reorganised  by  the  County 
Council  on  an  area  basis.  Enquiries  relating  to  the  Rural  District 
should  be  addressed  to  - Mrs.  A.  Friend,  Area  Organiser,  Royal  George 
Buildings,  Hanb'ory  Street,  Droitwich.  The  service  provides  domestic 
help  for  the  aged,  in  sickness  and  for  maternity  cases  during 
confiement. 


Mental  Health 

The  Mental  Health  Seivice  has  been  expanded  to  deal  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959*  I’He  Act  abolishes 
the  term  mental  deficiency  and  introduces  the  term  ’’mental  disorder” 
which  includes  subnornality,  severe  subnormality,  mental  illness 
and  psychopathic  disorder.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been 
appotr.ted  who  act  in  conjunction  with  approved  medical  officers 
and  hospital,  services. 

Statutory  duties  of  the  County  Council  include  - 

(a)  The  provision  of  residential  accommodation . 

(b)  The  provision  of  training  or  occupation  centres  (available 
at  Stourport,  Bromsgrove  and  Lov/er  Wick) . 

(c)  The  exercise  of  functions  relating  to  persons  placed  under 
guardianship . 

(<3)  the  provision  of  ancillary  services  for  persons  suffering  from 
mental  disorder ^ 


Welfare  Services  (He, t .i.p nal._ As s t qtanc'^^Ao ) 

The  Welfare  Services  are  administered  by  the  Welfare  Section  of  the 
Health  - jpartment  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 


The  following  facilities  are  available  - 

(a)  Residential  a,GCommodation  for  the  elderly  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  in  their  own  homes. 

(b)  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  in  urgent  needc 

(c)  special  services  for  blind  persons. 

(d)  special  services  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons. 

(e)  special  assistance  for  other  handicapped  persons.

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  also  Principe?  School  Medical  Officer. 
School  Medical  Officers  visit  all  Primary  and  Secondary  schools  in 
the  district  at  regular  intervals. 

Every  school  child  receives  three  medical  examinations  during  his  or 
her  school  life?  hut  children  in  whom  abnormalities  are  detected 
are  seen  more  frequently.  Special  visual  acuity  and  colour  tests 
are  given  at  7 - d years  old,  children  in  need  of  attention  being 
referred  to  the  School  Oculist. 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  is  now  carried  out  using  a pure- tone 
audiometer  and  children  with  defective  hearing. are  referred  to 
special  clinics  for  further  investigation. 

The  servicer  of  a Speech  Therapist  'are  available  and  orthopaedic 
defects  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Sister. 

Children  with  behaviour  disorders  or  other  problems  are  seen  at 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Love’s  Grove,  Worcester. 

School  Dental  Service 

The  Dental  Health  of  all  children  in  maintained  schools  is  supervised 
at  regular  intervals,  inspections  being  carried  out  on  the  premises. 
Subsequently  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  nearest  fixed  clinic, 
or  in  one  of  the  mobile  clinics  now  available.  Clinics 
are  available  at  Bromsgrove,  Stourport  and  Kidderminster. 

County  Ana3:  s t . 

The  County  imalyst  is  available  to  examine  public  water  supplies, 
sewage  effluent,  mi].k,  food  and  drug  samples.  The  arrangements  for 
the  routine  sampling  of  all  milk  supplies  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Public  Health  Inspector.  ‘ ' 

Hospital  Services,

Board .

On  10th  August  19o']  the  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board  applied 

for  an  Order  i;ooder  Section  23  of  the  Water  Act  1945  to  extend  and  maintain 
two  reholes  on  land  to  the  west  of  the  Kidderminster  to  Y/orcester  Road 
in  the  parish  of  Harrlehury  and  also  to  construct  and  maintain  a water- 
tov/er  at  Bishop’s  Y7ood  in  order  to  supplement  the  v^ater  supply  to  the 
Parish  and  surrounding  areas. 


These  boreholes ^ known  as  the  ’’Sadler  boreholes”had  been  used  up  to  1956 
when  the  owner  decided  to  close  down  and  our  S^rrreyor  had  to  make  a quick 
decision  to  lay  mains  in  order  to  obtain  water  from  Bewdley  via  Stourport. 
Subsequently  this  systemi  of  supply  was  handed  over  to  the  Board  on  the 
appointed  day  (1962)0

step.  Strong  representations  were  made  to  the  Minis'bry  and 
eventually  a Public  Ihiquiry  was  held  on  11th  April  I968. 

Evidence  was  submitted  to  shov/  that  the  total  hardness  for  the 
Waresley  borehole  v/ould  be  in  the  nature  of  304  p,p*m^  whereas 
the  Bewdley  supply  gave  apprcncimately  120  p.p^mo  Other  consumers 
in  the  North  West  Worcestershire  Boai'd’s  area  of  supply  received
